I brought up the matter with

which had placed the ad. Θ 
agency pointed out that its inten- 

ion was to promote the fabric 
known as “Trevira 2000," and not 
to sell specific dregses. 'T h 6 dress 
pictured is unavailable (it was 
either someone's own dress, per- 
haps custom-made, or maybe not 
an Israeli dress at 811). The con- 
sumer was simply being en- 
couraged to “look for the Tre- 
vira label” in knitwear or yard- 
goods, 

Such advertisements are known 
in the trade as “institutional ad- 
vertising,” in contrast to “item 
advertising.” I, too, prefer ads 
which show a specific product, 

ve its price and tell you exact- 
lv where to it. In the fashion 
trade, it is possible to combine 
the two types of ads — eg., by 
showing ἃ Trevira-fabric dress by 
a particular dress manufacturer. 

Ἢ ‘Tsrael, the majority of 
fashion ads are still the institu- 
ἢ tional type — simply urging con- 

sumers to patronize a particular 
‘store or a particular manufac- 
turer. Our supermarkets are more 
likely to advertise specific pro- 
ducts “on sale” for a given week, 
but most of our fashion retailers 
are too small to be able to af- 
ford the type of advertisment 
my reader is seeking. However, 
our department stores, of which 
Hamashbir Hamerkazi has a coun- 
trywide chain, could well run ple- 
ture ada which give details of 
price, sizes and colours. 

‘Speaking of ads, I was amused 
the Tnuva advertisement in 
the Hebrew press on the da
